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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1. The drawings were received on August 18, 2008. These drawings are not approved. 
The drawing figure introduces new matter since there is no support for the location and position 
of the cylinder as shown. This is a NEW MATTER rejection. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the pneumatic cylinder connected 
between the trapdoor and the housing must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures 
must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views 
of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 
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3. The amendment filed August 18, 2008 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because it 
introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no amendment shall 
introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not 
supported by the original disclosure is as follows: at page 9, "the tray may appear" and handle 
102 "can contain" has moved from a positive recitation of structure to an ambiguous recitation of 
structure. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-6 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

What is the difference between the "the tray" of claim 1, line 4 and 6 and the "a tray" in 
claim 1, line 7? 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kajimura Bunpei (JP 05124708). Disclosed are trapdoor 1 and tray engaging means 3,4. 
Kajimura Bunpei teaches the trapdoor is rotated shut by a spring (see paragraph 0015 and 
claim 6), but is silent regarding the use of a pneumatic cylinder connected between the trapdoor 
and the housing. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to substitute a pneumatic cylinder for biasing the trapdoor closed since the 
examiner takes Official Notice of the equivalence of springs and pneumatic cylinders for their 
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use in the container art and the selection of any of these known equivalents to bias a door 
closed would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kajimura Bunpei 
in view of Chen (US 5,667,136). 

Kajimura Bunpei discloses the claimed refuse bin except for a waste container therein. 

Chen teaches it is known to provide a refuse bin with a waste container therein. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of a waste container within the refuse bin of Kajimura Bunpei. 
Doing so allows for easier disposal of the waste material from the smaller waste container, 
particularly in residential and restaurant environments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 5 is would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed August 18, 2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues the prior art reference does not disclose a spring for biasing the 
trapdoor closed. The English translation as provided herewith teaches in paragraph 0015 that 
the trapdoor is rotated open to empty the tray into the container and is caused "to rotate 
horizontally by means of a spring" to the closed position. This indicates the trapdoor is biased 
closed by a spring. The use of a pneumatic cylinder to perform the same function would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made.
